At the SW Branch Library on K St. 
SW on Wed. May 28 at 6:30 pm pub¬ 
lic comments on the 8.5% increase in 
monthly water and sewer service bills will 
be listened to by officials of the DC Water 
and Sewer Authority (WASA). 

WASA reads water meters and bills for 
the number of gallons used per month — 
on average $55 per household - for the 
water charge and sewer charge combined. 

WASA wants your comments, especial¬ 
ly on a new charge starting in Apr. 2009 
of about $1.24 a month being added as a 
separate item called “Impervious surface 
area charge.” for the square footage of 
rooftops, driveways, patios and parking 
lots of your property. These surfaces are 
the cause of the excess runoff after a rain¬ 
storm that makes it necessary for WASA 
to build huge underground tunnels in 


DC to hold back the surge of rainwater 
and ease it gradually to the Blue Plains 
Treatment Plant without overflow directly 
into the Anacostia and Potomac Rivers. 

This fall WASA will tell each property 
how many square feet of these non-po- 
rous surfaces they will be charged for. An 
appeal process will be set up for disagree¬ 
ments.

WASA bills.

Public Meeting Schedule 

WASA is introducing an Impervious 
Surface Area billing charge that sepa¬ 
rates from the current sewer rate the 
cost of a massive construction project 
to reduce sewer overflows into local 
waterways. This charge, appearing on 
WASA bills in April, 2009, is based on 
the impact that water runoff from indi¬ 
vidual properties has on the Districts 
sewer system. The actual charge is cal¬ 
culated on the amount of impervious 
area on the property. Impervious areas 
are man-made surfaces that cannot 
be easily penetrated by water such as 
rooftops, paved driveways, patios, and 
parking lots.

SW’er Q: Will this be called the 203 
Job Center? 

DHA: It will be known as the South¬ 
west Family Enhancement Center. The 
program offers a 3-week job readiness 
training and up to 6 months of work 
experience as paid training. 

The participant moves from subsi¬ 
dized training into unsubsidized perma¬ 
nent work as the end goal. 

SW’er Q: Will Friendship House and 
South Washington West of the River 
Family Strengthening Collaborative or 
others with job readiness social service 
programs be able to refer clients? 

DHA: Yes, for those that are in the 
public housing developments mentioned 
above. For now, we are in the early stag¬ 
es of identifying onsite drug treatment 


counseling thru APRA. Eventually, we 
would like to offer 1 st time home-buying 
classes, parenting classes and monthly 
father-hood workshops and seminars to 
name a few. 

Most of the participants in the pro¬ 
gram are ex-offenders.We are in the 
process of hiring a Job Coach. 

SW’er Q: The location is not visible 
from the street. We want to describe 
how people will get to the center from 
the bus stop on Delaware Ave. SW, 
or walking from Delaware and L St., 
for example. Shall we say, “Enter the 
driveway between 1200 Delaware senior 
housing and 203 N St. housing build¬ 
ings, turn right on the sidewalk to 203 


N St. SW, pass the guard, go outside 
again and in the entrance to the former 
recreation center, where the sign says SW 
Family Enhancement Center?” Or will 
the gate to the recreation field be open, 
so you can walk along the N St. sidewalk 
all the way from James Creek and enter 
that way? 

DHA: The gate to the recreation cen¬ 
ter will NOT be open during the day. 
Therefore, your directions listed above 
are good. Or shall we say “call ahead of 
time and you will be met? Yes, if they 
call (202) 645-5277, someone will meet 
them in the front of the building.

How about 
behind the King-Greenleaf Recreation 
Center? Ans. No, this is the property 
of Parks & Rec and is reserved for their 
visitors.

Safe Sitters May 31 For Ages 11-13 


Applications are being accepted for 
youth ages 11-13 to attend the SW Youth 
Activities Task Force all day class Sat., 
May 31, in SW to learn safe practices for 
baby sitting. Contact YATF Safe Sitter 
Instructor Thelma Jones at (202) 488-

ous surface area is used as the basis for 
this charge since it is a major contributor 
to rainwater runoff entering the District’s 
sewer system. An impervious surface is 
a man-made surface that cannot be eas¬ 
ily penetrated by water such as rooftops, 
driveways, patios, parking lots and other 
paved areas, tennis courts, swimming 


pools, and any path or walkway that is 
covered by impervious material. 

2. Why is the impervious surface area 
charge necessary? 

The charge is necessary to recover the 
costs of the $2.2 billion federally-man¬ 
dated Combined Sewer Overflow Long 
Term Control Plan (CSO LTCP). The 
20-year CSO LTCP will reduce the dis¬ 


charge of excess flows into local waterways 
from the District of Columbia Water and 
Sewer Authority (WASA) combined sewer 
system. Combined sewer systems were 
constructed around the turn of the 19th 
century to carry sanitary sewage and rain¬ 
water runoff in the same pipe. 

3. Why did WASA decide to allocate 
the costs of the CSO LTCP in this man¬ 
ner? 

The cost of combined sewer overflow 
control has been part of the sewer rate, 
which is based on the metered amount of 
water usage. The WASA Board of Direc¬ 
tors determined that the impervious sur¬ 
face area charge is a more equitable basis 
to recover the costs of the CSO LTCP 
than the volumetric charge, since the 
charge is based on a property's contribu¬ 
tion to rainwater runoff. 

4. Why has WASA decided to bill for 
this charge now? 

The CSO LTCP program is currently 
underway and the impervious surface 
area charge is designed to cover program 
costs. 

5. How is the amount of the charge 
determined? 


The charge is based upon an Equiva¬ 
lent Residential Unit (ERU). An ERU 
is defined as the amount of impervious 
surface area measured in square feet based 
on a statistical median for a single family 
residential property. Initially, all residen¬ 
tial customers will be assessed one (1) 
ERU. All non-residential customers shall 
be assessed ERUs based upon the total 
amount of impervious surface on each lot. 
This total amount of impervious surface 
will be converted into ERUs. 

6. Who sets the impervious surface area 
charge? 

The WASA Board of Directors sets 
the impervious surface area charge. In FY 
2009, each ERU will be billed at $1.24 a 
month. 

7. Is the impervious surface area charge 
a one-time fee? 

No. WASA customers will see this 
charge on their monthly bill beginning 
April, 2009. 

8. Do other cities have an impervious 
surface area charge? 

Yes. Other cities have this charge to 
cover the cost of managing pollution from 
rainwater runoff.
